after passage of the rat control 
ordinance in June 1946 that the 
organization and training pro- 
grams were launched. 

40-Block Survey. 

Shortly after the first of this 
year, the rat control section insti- 
tuted a block-by-block survey of 
properties in .. 40-block area bor- 
dering the western edge of the 
central downtown section to deter- 
mine what must be done to effect 
rat stoppage in the area. 

Survey of the first two blocks, 
those bordered by Eighteenth, Six- 
teenth, Market and Chestnut 
streets, revealed that two of the 
14 parcels of property in the two- 
block area did not need any re- 
pair work done, John L. Sadowski, 
recently appointed chief of the rat 
control section, told a reporter. 

Of the other 12 parcels, rat stop. 
page work is being done on five 
properties by employes of the rat 
control section under contract 
with the owners of the premises; 
another property owner is having 
the work done by a private con- 
tractor; three are to be rat-stopped 
by maintenance employes of the 
real estate companies controlling 
them, and negotiations are still 
under way with the owners of the 
other three properties. 

Cost of work done by the city 
in the rat-stoppage program is 
paid for from a $40,000 revolving 
fund set up by the rat control 
ordinance. It is done under con- 
tract with the property owners 
and the revolving fund is reim- 
bursed when the property owner 
pays. Cost of the rat-stoppage 
work being done by the city 
ranges, in these five cases, from 
$144 to $558. | 

Sadowski said a third block has 
been surveyed and notices are be- 
ing served on the property owners, 
and a survey of twd additional 
blocks in the area is under way. 

Work in Rest of City. 

Buxell pointed out that in addi- 
tion to the rat-stoppage work — 

ing on in this area, a total pf 150 
rat-stoppage notices have been 
served on property owners in 
various sections of the city since 
Jan. 1. These resulted from in- 
spections made by the section fol- 
lowing complaints of rat infesta- 
tion. : 

In these latter cases, Buxell ex- 
plained, the city does not offer to 
contract to do the rat-stoppage 
work because that would require 
a tremendous staff, but a study 
of the premises is made and a 
detailed report as to what cor- 
rections are necessary is given 
the property owner. 

He also cited the fact that there 
have been 19 prosecutions insti- 
tuted under the rat control ordi- 
nance for failure to rat-stop prop- 
erties. Convictions were obtained 
in Police Court in 13 of these 
cases and the other six are pend- 
ing. Most of the defendants had 
the work done before the case 
came up in court, he said. 

Properties involved in the prose- 
cutions included small dwellings, 
business property and tenement 
structures, he said. 

The rat control section has been 
organized into four services—in- 
spection and enforcement, eradica- 
tion, rat-stoppage and education. 
Each of these groups works in 
conjunction with the other, Buxell 
said. There now are 62 employes 
in the section and more are con- 
templated ag rat-stoppage con- 
struction crews are formed. The 
section has one such crew now 
and four are proposed. 

One of the newest employes is a 
biologist, Joseph Crafa, who is 
engaged in conducting various 
tests on live rats captured in vari- 
ous sections of the city to deter- 
mine whether they, or their para- 
sites, are disease-infected. 

Exterminators’ Criticism. , 

Some criticism of the operation 
of the rat control section was 
voiced by two operators of pest 
control companies. Both operators 
complained that they were unable 
to get specific instructions from 
the rat control section as to just 
what corrections had to be made 
on individual properties, which 
they had been directed by the 
owners to rat-stop. 

Buxell answered this charge by 
pointing out that complete sets of 
general specifications, covering 
types of materials that could be 
used and the requirements of the 
ordinance, had been given all ex- 
terminating companies in the 
area. 

“We are willing to go over the 
property with the owner or exter- 
minator and point out the defects,” 
Buxell said, “but it ig not within 
our province to design the repair | 
job for the exterminator and tell 
him how he should do the work.”

At the same time, Reuther ex- 
pressed the hope that a wage set- 
tlement within the automotive in- 
dustry might be obtained without 
a strike. As previously pointed 
out in the Post-Dispatch, the 
union has not officially receded 
from its original 23%-cent-an-hour | 
increase proposal. There were in- 
dications, however, that settlement 
at a lesser figure, perhaps 15 cents 
an hour, might be attained with- 
out a strike. . 


Cites Fall in Buying Power. 


Reuther said yesterday that the 
23%-cent figure was justified by 
increased living expenses, Auto 
workers, he observed, have less 
purchasing power than in 1940. 
He was careful not to project the 
23%-cent wage demand as a “take | 
it or leave it” figure. 

When it came to consideration 
of basic material shortages, Reu- 
ther went beyond the automotive 
field to include all of American 
industry, much of it allied with 
automobile production. 

Total economy of this nation, he 
said, in effect, is dependent on an 
equitable distribution of essential 
materials, Alldcations, he sug- 
gested, might be made through in- 
dustry-wide conferences of labor 
and management. Government re- 
search specialists would partici- 
pate in an advisory capacity. 


Says Laws Won't Help. 
Reuther, a recent witness be- 
fore a congressional committee 
discussing labor legislation, as- 
serted that “all the laws that Con- 
gress may draw up will not pro- 
duce so much as a ton more steel 
unless the steel makers and the 
workers get together to produce 
more.” 

The auto workers’ head dwelt on 
material shortages as they affect 
his union. He suggested a peace- 
time scrap iron drive” although 
acknowledging the inevitability of 
“scrap iron hoarders,” 

Failure to utilize plant capacity, 
Reuther said, was another factor 
in arresting automobile produc- 
tion. He estimated production at 
60 per cent of plant capacity, 

“In our industry,” Reuther said, 
“why can’t labor and management 
quit calling names and sit down 
together to see how to break bot- 
tlenecks in sheet steel, zinc, lead, 
pig iron and other essential in- 
dustrial materials?” 

Advocates Planning. 
Discussing how material short- 
ages affect industry, Reuther men- 
tioned pig Aron diversions to hous- 
ing projects, He advocated a 
planned system of distribution to 
concentrate vital materials for key 
industries and enable substitutes 
to be used in others. 

Reuther made a quarterly report 
to the 22-man executive board, 
which is torn by the factional 
strife which permeates the union. 
He announced the board had ap- 
proved recent settlement of the 
14-month strike at the J. I. Case 
farm implement concern. The set- 
tlement was regarded by observ- 
ers as a defeat for the union, al- 
though it gained a wage increase. 
Reuther said that, “all the laws 
put ether would not have 
changed it; it was a question of 
management bargaining in bad 
faith.” .

His Queen, Elizabeth, the daugh- 
ter of Ferdinand and Marie of Ro- 
mania, divorced him in 1935, 
charging desertion. If the dice

Before the German invasion — 
during which King George dis- 
tinguished himself enough to get a

George is about 5 feet 6 inches 
tall, rather bald, and handsome in 
a horsey way. 

“Distrusts” Professors. 

He was educated as a sailor and 
soldier, and while he commands 10 
languages, including English, he 
is generally regarded as anti- 
intellectual. He once said, during 
an exile in London: 


“I distrust the professor. Give 
me a burly man of bone and 
gristle. The world is too full of 
bookworms and blue stockings, 
long-haired men and short-haired 
women.” 

He complained once that “it’s a 
rotten job, being king,” but dur- 
ing his longest exile he described 
himself as “one of the unemployed 
who hopes to get his job back.” 

The King of the Hellenes hasn't 
a drop of Greek blood in hig sys- 
tem. He is a mixture of Danish, 
German, and Russian royal blood. 
He is a great grandson of Queen 
Victoria and a nephew of the late 
Kaiser Wilhelm. 

The Glucksburg dynasty, as it is 
called, was started by the king’s 
grandfather, George I, a Danish 
journ prince who was hired 
by the Greek national assembly in 
1 to set up a dynasty in their

Grandpa, whose motto was my 
strength lies in my people's love,“ 
overestimated his own strength.

His sen, Constantine, the father 
of the present king, then assumed 
the throne. Constantine and 
George were chased out of the 
country in 1917, because they were 
ro-German.

Recall of Constantine. 

The Allies made Alexander, the 
second son of Constantine, a pup- 
pet king, and brought Greece into 
the war on their side. King Alex- 
ander was bitten to death in Oc- 
tober 1920 by a monkey. 

Constantine was called back to 
work in December 1920 and re- 
sumed the throne after a plebis- 
cite in which he polled 150 per 
cent of all the eligible votes, a 
record never touched even in the 
best days of the old Twentieth 
Ward in Chicago. 

A rebellious Army put the chase 
to Constantine in September 1922 
and George then began to have 
his ups and downs as King of the 
Hellenes. 

George's first stretch in the 
Royal Palace lasted until Decem- 
ber 1923, when he and his Queen 
left the country hurriedly, on the 


rebels. 

A few months later, as George 
was beginning his longest exile, 
the Republican General Assembly 
of Greece passed a law saying 
that no member of the Giucks- 
burg family could even stop in 


trains. : 

George moved in with his in- 
laws at Bucharest for a while, 
then drifted in on his cousing in 
Copenhagen for another short pe- 
riod, then took a fling as a sce- 
nario writer in Paris. 

He failed to sell his merchan- 
dise there, and moved on to Lon- 
don, where he waited for years 
for the love of the Greeks to be 
revived. (George has always kept 
his grandpa’s motto.) 

The exiled King had to slug 
along on an income of A 
year, and lived in a family hotel 
called Brown’s, in Dover street, 
London, 

Popular Luncheon Guest. 

Because of his good connections, 
however, he was never wanting 
for a plate of hot lunch. The 
hostesses of London sought him 
eagerly, and this kept his board 
bill down. 

He was a frequent guest of the 
British royal family, and could 
always put the bite on them for 
the royal box when he went to the 
race track. 

It was during this long exile 
that George referred to himself 
as “one of the unemployed.” : 
He even let it be known that 
he could be had by the New York 
stage, if the financial inducements 
were right. But it is not of record 
that any of the sharpshooters of 
Broadway bid for his personal ap- 
pearances. 

George's longest period of un- 
emp ent ended late in Novem- 
ber, 1935, when a royalist poli- 
ticlan in Greece named George 
Kondylis (who was also an inside 
man in Greece for Mussolini) put 
over a plebiscite for restoration 
of the House of Glucksburg. 
Voters had to ask for a blue or 
red ballot, the blue for royalty, 
the red for the republic. 
George polled 98 per cent of the 
votes. 

Many of the citizens who asked 
for the red ballots suffered con- 
tusions and abrasions. 

Kondylis, the new boss of 
Greece (but not for long), sent 
King George $200,000 expense 
money for hig triumphant return 
to Athens. 

Worked With New Dictator. 
Before another year had passed, 
Kondylis was out and “Little 
John” Metaxas was in as the new 
dictator. King George and Metaxas 
worked harmoniously. One story 
at the time was that Metaxas put 
through an appropriation giving 
the King back pay for the period 
of his exile. 

The dictatorship of Metaxas, 
which was launched in August, 
19386, was notable for the dis- 
solution of Parliament and the 
old political parties, and the aboli- 
tfon of the Greek constitution, 

The works of Thuydides, Plato 
and Xenophon were barred as 
subversive under Metaxas. 

During the Metaxas rule, King 
George sent $500,000 out of the 
country in two years, and also 
raised $1,400,000 mortgaging 
one of his royal estates. 


HIDDEN ARMS ARE GENERAL 
IN FRANCE, MINISTER SAYS 


PARIS, March 18 (AP) — In- 
terior Minister Edouard Depreux, 
taking cognizance of rumors of 
possible violence between right- 
ists and Communists, said yester- 
day stock of arms were hidden 
“nearly everywhere“ in France, 
but that the Government was de- 
termined to seize all of them. 

Most of the arms, he told a 
press conference, apparently are 
in leftist hands. He gaid the hold- 
ers of the hidden stores usually 
said they were for “Spanish Re- 
publicans—too often a pretext.” 
He said 100 cases of machine guns, 
submachine — rifles and 
grenades had n seized by po- 
fice near Paris. 

He said reports in foreign pa- 
pers of stores of hidden arms in 
France were “greatly exag- 
gerated.”

The Russians are no fools. At 
a time when the Soviet Union's 
own occupation program is com- 
ing under heavy fire in Moscow, 
they are fighting back. They have 
hit the Americans’ most vulner- 
able spot. 

Bavarians seem to have been 
given special privileges all along. 
Other Germans resent this. In ad- 
dition, there has been a notable 
laxity in enforcing anti-Nazi regu- 
lations. 

This situation was so bad, last 
fall, that Lt Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
American military governor, had 
to warn local officials that the 
whole program would be taken 
from them unless some improve- 
ment occurred, 

Since then, Clay has said that 
he is satisfied with the progress, 
but The Berliner Zeitung, which 
is licensed by the Russians, now 
lists six Bavarian officials who 
are known to be Nazi, including 
at least one who took part in Hit- 
ler’s abortive Putsch in 1923. 

It points out that of 12,000,060 
persons, registered in the combined 
American and British zones 48 
being cennected with the Nagi 
party in some way or other, the 
cases of only 200,000 have been 
settled in more than 20 months.

Mr. Ehrhardt Protests 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch :, 

Your editorial of Friday, March 14, 
“Labor Muffs a Chance” is, in our opin- 
ion, as unfair and as unjust as House 
Bill 180, 

You suggest that labor should assist 
in writing restrictive labor legislation, 
undermining fundamental rights of 
American workers guaranteed in our 
national Constitution. You advocate that 
workers in the utility field give up the 
only economic weapon with which to 
bring unfairness to the public’s atten- 
tion if management displays a belliger- 
ent attitude in refusing to bargain col- 
lectively. 

We cannot agree with your argument 
that the character of utility workers’ 
employment sets them apart from other 
workers. It is equally important to the 
health and welfare of all our nation’s 
people to be supplied with adequate food 
and shelter. We have never had guar- 
antees through legislation or any other 
means that these necessities would be 
provided to all of our nation’s people. 


Labor organizations in genera] have 
been responsible for our present stand- 
ard of living. You are now asking that 
labor be restricted to a point which 
would render it useless in behalf of 
wage earners, either Organized or unor- 


I wish to impress upon you that work- 
ers in the utility industry are keenly 
aware of their duties and responsibilities 
to the consuming public. We resent the 
implication to the contrary, and likewise 
resent being used as a whipping boy to 
satisfy a mythical mandate for anti- 
labor legislation, manufactured by the 
National Manufacturers’ Association 
and propagandized through the newspa- 
pers and radio. 

Your editorial prescribes the assump- 
tion that the consuming public is more 
interested in its ability to switch on a 
light, turn a faucet, or light a stove, than 
in seeing that workers in these fields 
receive justice in wages, hours and con- 
ditions of work. 


We call your attention to the splendid 
record made in the utility field in ar- 
riving at agreeable conclusions to dis- 
putes and contract provisions. Also, that 
adequate provisions are made in the con- 
tracts to provide for settlement of any 
dispute which may arise. 

You undoubtedly are well aware that 
the hearings have not yet been com- 
pleted on this piece of legislation, and 
we can see no other reason for this edi- 
torial than to sway public opinion in its 
favor. It would. be well to wait until 
the hearings on the King-Thompson bill 
are concluded, and labor has been given 
a chance to express its views.

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What It Will Mean 


Every major phase of American life is changed 
by President Truman’s declaration to the world 
that the United States will stop the spread of 
Russian imperialism. 

The .$6,000,000,000 cut in the President's $37,- 
500,000,000 budget, and the 20 per cent reduc- 

tion in taxes, which Republican leaders in Con- 
gress have been urging, are wishful dreams be- 
side the realities of Mr. Truman's message. 

The $400,000,000 appropriation which the 
President requested for Greece and Turkey is 
only a starter for those two countries. Already 
there is discussion of moving on to Korea, Hun- 
gary, Syria, Lebanon, Iran and Palestine. Nor 
does the end begin to come in sight there: Italy, 
France, Austria, China are in danger of subjec- 
tion to imperial Sovietism. We shall have to 
spend more money rather than less. 


' Universal military training, which Congress 


has avoided, and selective service, which will ex- 
pire May 15 unless something is done about it, 
call for reconsideration in the light of the new 
national responsibilities. 

Voluntary enlistments may maintain our pres- 
ent forces ih Europe and elsewhere abroad, but 
these forces are grossly insufficient to carry out 
our present commitments, much Jess the greatly 
increased commitments which the President con- 
templates. : 

Improved efficiency of Government will be 
called for. Working relations between President 
and Congress must be kept smooth in domestic 
as well as foreign affairs. In Congress or on 
the hustings, the country cannot capably per- 
form its new role in the world unless the major 
political parties are willing to give up some par- 
tisan advantages for the sake of a strong and 
united nation. 

One of the points at which the efficiency of 
Government should be strengthened is the in- 
telligence service. Another is Government em- 
ployment, particularly for assignment abroad. It 
will take administrators, technicians and soldiers 
to carry out the policies the President enunci- 
ated. Britishers traditionally have responded | 
eagerly to this kind of duty, but Americans have 
been hesitant. | 

Improved efficiency in production will be 
called for as well. Relief and rehabilitation of 
war-devastated eountries will require a huge and 
steady flow of products from our factories, 
mines and farms. Production of that order of 
excellence can be attained only if we have in- 
dustrial peace, | 

For labor and management to work together 
at anything like maximum efficiency, legislation 
is needed to prohibit strikes in public utilities, 
to settle jurisdictional disputes without resort 
to strikes, to prevent wildcat strikes, and, above 
all, to prevent calamitous nationwide walkouts 
and lockouts. 

In addition to domestic production, we shall 
need to stockpile resources in which we are 
deficient. 

Consumers also will find a meaning for them, 
and a part to play, in the policy announced by 
the President. They will have to do without 
the goods and services which will be channeled 
off to other countries. They will have to pay 
higher prices for what they still can buy, unless 
prices are again controlled, for national income 
will be bidding for a dwindling volume of pur- 
chasables, Under these circumstances, Con- 
gress’s ending of the few remaining controls on 
June 30 (or earlier) becomes more and more 
grotesque. 

These are some of the ways in which Presi- 
dent Truman's declaration of United States pol- 
icy touches the life of every man, woman and 
child, There will be other ways, too, that will 
become apparent only with the unfolding of 
events, , 

It is a new intention upon which the Presi- 
dent has set the course. It is also an inten- 
tion so sweeping that its implications can only 
become clear gradually. In the histery of the 
beginning of American epochs, one of the dates 
will be written down as March 12, 1947.

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Governor vs. Legislature 

Nearly nine months after the new Constitution 
took effect, Missouri still lacks a state personnel 
director, without which the merit system cannot 
take full effect. Republican legislators have 
accused. Gov. Donnelly of delaying to keep 
Democratic job-holders on the payroll as long 
as possible. The Governor's counter-charges re- 
ported in the Post-Dispatch Sunday, however, 
and also his previous record, explode the ac- 
cusation in the face of its makers. 

Gov. Donnelly says he has not appointed a 
personnel director because that official would be 
hampered by obsolete laws which the Legisla- 
ture has still not repealed or adjusted to the 
Constitution. He referred particularly to various 
statutes fixing wages and hours for penal and 
eleemosynary employes, Under the merit sys- 
tem, the advisory board and personnel director 
are responsible for classifying jobs and fixing. 
compensation. The obsolete statutes trespass on 
their job, The voters decided that the Legisla- 
ture should vacate this field—and it hasn’t. The 
Governor also says it has not provided the nec- 
essary funds for merit administration. | 

The Governor wins sympathy, too, use he 
has vigorously and scrupulously tried to deliver 
the goods the voters ordered. As our Jefferson 
City staff has said on various occasions, he has 
made it his main task to organize the state bu- 
reaucracy in harmony with the Constitution, To 
that end he has constantly worked with the Leg- 
islature, and occasionally had to criticize or veto 
its bad work. \ 

For example, the Legislature left inefficient 
overlaps of function and conflicts of authority 
which the Governor has tried in vain to have 
corrected. It incurred his veto on a small-loan 


interest bill that obviously did not track with the 
‘Constitution. And it was not the Governor but 
a group of Senators who tried last year to make 
a burlesque merit system under which state jobs 
would be divided equally between Republicans 
and Democrats.

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Oscar Ehrhardt's Letter 


In the interest of free speech, we print today 
a letter from Oscar Ehrhardt of the CIO despite 
the fact that it is inaccurate, intemperate, ill- 
balanced and deliberately confusing. 

The Post-Dispatch is represented as saying 
that labor should foul its own nest by helping 
to write labor legislation undermining consti- 
tutional rights. If Mr. Ehrhardt means that the 
right to strike is guaranteed by the Constitution, 
he should take another look because it just 
isn’t there. 

What the Post-Dispatch did was to suggest 
that labor might wisely accept the invitation of 
Representative King, co-author of the King- 
Thompson bill, to help prepare Missouri legisla- 
tion to prevent strikes in public utilities. Such 
a bill is being written and we believe it will 
pass. Labor might be able to serve itself by 
aiding the House Labor Committee. If it doesn't 
care to, O. K. : 

Mr. Ehrhardt challenges our statement that 
public utility employes, by the very nature of 
their employment, should be set apart from 
other workers, We repeat and emphasize the 
statement. Any group of men that can cut off 
electricity, or water, or telephones by the turn 
of a switch—thereby offering an immediate 
threat to health, safety and the general welfare 
—has powers not possessed by employes of other 
businesses. | 

The men who own and manage public utilities 
are in a different class from other business men, 
and the law has recognized this thoroughly. 
Any utility operator who dared to cut off his 
service to the public would endanger his fran- 
chise and put himself in jeopardy of fine and 
imprisonment. 

It may be that utility workers, in the main, 
are keenly aware of their responsibilities, as 
Mr. Ehrhardt says, but the fact was not apparent 
in the irresponsible five-hour wildcat strike at 
Union Electric a few months ago, nor was it 
apparent in the electric strike that paralyzed 
Pittsburgh for a month. 

While believing strongly that utility workers 
should give up the right to strike—as unions of 
Government employes and police unions volun- 
tarily do—this newspaper also believes that such 
workers are entitled to strong compensating 
safeguards, and even to a special status not en- 
joyed by other workers, in the form, perhaps, of 
higher pay and longer vacations. They already, 
be it noted, have what amounts to a guaranteed 
annual wage, a boon eagerly sought by other 
workers. ; 

All this might afford ‘a brief view of the 
quality of Mr, Ehrhardt’s outburst. The move 
to prevent public utility strikes is not inspired 
by anti-unionism. It is inspired by a desire to 
protect the public in this highly complex, 
mechanized civilization from being victimized in 
a ghastly way by quarrels between labor and 
management. This newspaper will continue to 
battle for, the interest of the whole people in 
this respect, and Mr. Ehrhardt can paste that in 
his hat.

Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach wants to ban the Communist 
party, editorial notes; says Reds are dangerous, but it would be more 
dangerous to restrict free speech and assembly; besides putting civil 
liberties in danger, it would only drive the Commies underground. 


From the Courier-Journal 


We don't like the American Communist 
party. We share the historic antipathy of 
the people of this country to agitation and 
activity within its borders which puts the 
interests of another nation first. 


This antipathy has existed ever since the 


early days of the Republic. The efforts then 


of Citizen Genet in behalf of France in the 
United States aroused the wrath of Presi- 
dent Washington. Genet was a Frenchman, 
the envoy of his Government. But subse- 
quent history has supplied many an exam- 
ple of excessive loyalty to foreign interests 
by our own citizens, both native-born and 
naturalized. 


In our time we have seen pro-German 
and pro-Italian groups, to mention two of 
the most conspicuous, attempt to influence 
American foreign policy for the benefit of 
alien systems of government. And we have 
seen the American Communist party, the 
moment Russia was attacked, change over- 
night from an isolationist saboteur of our 
national defense program to an all-out in- 
terventionist on the Soviet side. 


Why Take Such a Risk? 


There can be no question that the Amer- 
ican Communists are Moscow- inspired, 
There can be no question that they are 
willing to attack our system by fair means 
or foul, And, obviously, in pursuing the at- 
tack they take advantage of rights con- 
ferred by democracy but ruthlessly sup- 
pressed by the dictatorship which they 
serve, 

Why not then withdraw those rights from 
them? That is essentially what Secretary 
of Labor Schwellenbach proposes when he 
says we ought to outlaw the Communist 
party. 

But the objections strike us as compelling. 
In the first place, it would be dangerous 


for us to begin to temper with and abridge 
the institutions of free speech and assem- 
bly—dangerous to those institutions, dan- 
gerous to the faith in ourselves which is 
the essence of democracy, Moreover, why 
take such a risk when the practical results 
to be obtained promise probably worse than 
nothing? 


The activities of the Communists as a 
political party presenting candidates and 
platforms have been unimportant and un- 
availing. It is in places where they fre- 
quently even deny their own identity that 
they do their more effective work. In some 
labor unions, for example, or in various or- 
ganizations avowing liberal, democratic 
aims. 


New York Tried It Once 


Outlawing the Communist party could 
not stop this conspiratorial process. It 
might drive the Communists further under- 
ground, but in so doing give them the added 
strength and sympathy which usually go 
with the aspect of martyrdom. 


A conspicuous instance of what amount- 
ed to outlawing Communism occurred in 
this country during the Red scare which 
followed the other war. The New York 
Legislature in 1920 threw out five of its 
members elected as Socialists and strongly 
suspected of Russian leanings. The Legisla- 
ture could not be induced to rescind this 
action. 


Nevertheless, it is to the credit of con- 
servative opinion in this country that the 
New York City Bar Association appointed 
a committee composed of such men as 
Charles Evans Hughes, Ogden L, Mills and 
Joseph H. Proskauer to make formal pro- 
test. They saw that the case was not as 
simple as it seemed to the New York leg- 
islators then—or as it seems to Mr. Schwel- 
lenbach now.

Between Book Ends 


The Mind of Men 


AN ESSAY ON MORALS, by Philip Wylie. (Rinehart? 

& Co., New York.) 

“The mind of modern man,” Philip Wylie 
begins, “is in a murderous and hysterical 
condition.” That statement is intended 
quite literally and exactly. With intense 
horror and revulsion, ylie piles up the 
evidence—recent events in Germany, Rus- 
sia and elsewhere; anti-Semitism and the 
Klan; area bombing and the atomic bomb; 
plans for bacterial and radioactive war- 
fare; the current divorce rate, the increase 
in delinquency and perversion; the psycho- 
neurotic rejections by the Army. Convinced 
of the fact of general emotional and men- 
tal disequilibrium, Wylie seeks an explana- 
tion from current scientific knowledge. 


According to some recognized psycholo- 
gies, man is a dual being, made up of e 
Consciousness, whatever about himself he 
is aware of, and an Unconsciousness, the 
part of him which operates without his 
awareness, Each impulse or instinct in his 
Consciousness is accompanied by the Habil- 
ity of its opposite in his Unconacious; the 
repression of an instinct is lable to call 
forth its opposite from the Unconscious. 
Thus, love turns to hate, misunderstood 
charity generates resentment, 


* * * 


The illnesses recognized by psychiatry, 
however, are individual. Wylie seeks «a 
condition of universal incidence and funda- 
mental import. He finds it in the general 
human denial, or repression, of Man's es- 
sential animal nature, 


The term is not disparaging. As an ani- 
mal, Man has possibilities of nobility, dig- 
nity and beauty, as well as of morality. 
More pertinently, he has definable instincts 
—self-preservation, enjoyment of pleasures, 
gregariousness, for example—and undoubt- 
edly others so warped by custom and co- 
ercion that they are not now definable, 


The civilized repression of these has pro- 
duced a condition that can only be called 
hysterical and certainly is potentially mur- 
detous. It makes impossible any healthy 
satisfaction in the world, and now that 
science has produced the tools, it threatens 
the race with extinction. 


* * * 


Obviously, specific institutions would 
have to be chosen for illustrations of what 
has been done to us, and of what might be 
done to them under a system of honest ani- 
mal morality. Wylie chooses the church, 
science, the military, sexual morality, pa- 
triotism, education and Communism. The 
practices of all seven are condemned. 


It takes a long time for a generalization 


as profound and as diversely significant as 
Wylie’s to reach enough people to be either 
accepted or rejected. Three-quarters of a 
century after Darwin, evolution is still 
widely debated. Malthus’s gloomy econ- 
omy was regrettably influential for a hun- 
dred years before it finally died. Wylie's 
theory of universal psychoneurosis may 
prove a flash in the pan or might point 
the way to salvation—a hundred years 
from now, RICHARD E. HASWELL.

The “Moscow trusters“ are 
deeply incensed by the President's 
open attack on their favorite for- 
eign nation. Since to them Yugo- 
slavia, Poland, Bulgaria are peo- 
ple’s states, they see no reason.

ment should not be “expanded” to 
include a few Communists. And 
certainly Turkey could only bene- 
fit by a little Soviet “democracy.” 
In their eyes, a weak Fascist 
state is more: of a public enemy 
than a powerful Communist em- 
pire ever could be. The real 
threat—as they see it comes 
from “monopoly capitalism” and 
America, not Russian “imperial- 
sm.”

“Why,” certain Congressmen 
want to know, “does the President 
make such a fuss over a few mil- 
lion Greeks when he was willing 
to take a chance on seeing the 
Soviets take over 400,000,000 Chi- 
nese? If it would be a disaster 
for the Greek Government to take 
in a few Communist members, 
why did Gen. Marshall spend a 
year trying to induce them Chi- 
nese Government to take them in?”

The “Moscow-trusters” also have 
a question. 

“If Greece and Turkey are 
really threatened, why does not 
Mr. Truman call upon the United 
Nations to protect them?” 

Here again. the Administration 
is mum. For the President sees 
the danger to these two countries 
as coming from the Soviet Union. 
Having helped the Soviet Union 
endow the United Nations at its 
birth with inability to act against 
a great power, American officials 
are diffident about saying so. 

Therefore both questions go un- 
answered. 

Nonetheless, in my judgment, 
the President is going to have his 
way.

For U.N. Administration in Greece 


T is not surprising that some of the less responsible members of 


Congress should have reacted 


for Greece and Turkey with a slight touch of hysteria. Neverthe- 
less, their cries of “this means war“ are not helpful in 


moment of tension. 


Fortunately there has just been 
released the report of a special 
United Nations mission to Greece 
which shows how intervention can 
mean peace and prosperity and 
not more strife leading to war. It 
fis the report of a group of ex- 
perts, most of them Americans, 
sent to Greece by the United Na- 
tions Food and Agriculture Organ- 
ization. 

That report is home work for 
every member of Congress. It 
Shows how Greek agriculture can 
be revived and new Greek indus- 
tries established to make the 
country self-sustaining and pros- 
perous. 


Two Choices. 


While it is a non-political re- 
port, you can see that the choices 
we have in Greece are unmistak- 
ably clear. If the major emphasis 
is on the military side of our as- 
sistance, then we are likely merely 
to clamp a lid temporarily on the 

mess that is Greece today. 
And when it finally blows up, we 
will get a large share of the 
blame. 

The other way—the way of 
peace and reconstruction—is 80 
plain. The F.A.O. experts recom- 
mend a broad development of 
water resources, including drain- 
age, flood control, irrigation and 
hydro-electric projects. This is a 
long-term program which might 
take 10 years to complete. When 


it is completed, about one-fifth of | 


the farm land of Greece would be 
irrigated, an area equivalent to 
about a third of the irrigated land 
in the farms of California, Out 
of this same project would come a 
volume of hydro-electric power 
equivalent to that from Boulder 
Dam in this country. 


Tourist Possibilities. 


New methods and more research 
are essential to bring Greek agri- 
culture up to something like mod- 
ern standards. The report rec- 
ommends the use of co-operatives 
so that farmers who farm on the 
average tiny plots of ground can 
go in together and acquire thresh- 
ers and other modern machinery. 


Trade and industry must be 
greatly expanded to create a mar- 
ket for expanded agriculture. The 
report points to the possibilities 
in the tourist trade if ruined ho- 
tels are rebuilt and resort centers 
are created. Greece is a land of 
unexampled beauty which has 
been largely inaccessible to tour-

ORGANIZER OF b. M. b. 


Twice Held and Lost Control 
of Auto Concern— Once 
Worth $90,000,000. 


NEW YORK, March 18 (AP)— 
William C. Durant, shrewd “bull 
market” operator who twice held 
and twice lost control of General 
Motors, died today in the Gra- 
mercy Park apartment where he 
apent his last years after a de- 
claration of bankruptcy. He 
85 years old. Only his wife and a 
nurse were present when he died 
at 2:15 a.m. He had been ill since 
October 1942. 


daring plunger in investments, 
Durant was also able judge of 
the automotive indUstry, knowing 
the trade from its earliest transi- 
tion from wagon manufacturing. 

lil and in reduced circum- 
stances, though far from im- 
proverished, Durant retained an 
active interest in American busi- 
ness. On his 85th birthday last 
Dec. 8 he said he saw a big future 
for American industry at home 
and abroad, declaring, “Quality is 
more important today than ever 
before.” : 

He was organizer of the General 
Motors Corporation in 1908. Start- 
ing in 1886 with a capital of $1000, 
part of it borrowed, he built and 
lost successive fortunes which at 
one time amounted to $90,000,000. 
In February, 1936, however, he filed 
a petition in bankruptcy, listing 
assets of $250 against liabilities of 

914,231. 
’ Durant quit school in Flint, 
Mich., at 17 to work in his grand- 
father’s mill at 75 cents a day. 
Eight years later he bought a 
carriage factory. Soon his firm 
had 14 plants scattered through- 
out the country producing 150,000 
buggies a year, 

He got into’ the automobile bus- 
iness by taking over a wagon 
works which held manufacturing 
rights to a car designed by David 
Buick. From that grew General 
Motors; which originally was 
branded “Durant’s folly.” It soon 
was doing $34,000,000 business a 
year. 

Durant sank $7,000,000 trying to 
take over the meandescent bulb 
trade and the panic of 1910 forced 
him out of General Motors. He 
then founded Chevrolet and quiet- 
ly began buying General Motors 
stock. One day in 1915 he walked 
into a General Motors board of di- 
rectors meeting, slapped down a 
sheaf of proxies and announced: 
“Gentlemen, I control this com- 
pany.” 

Again, in the panic of 1920-1921, 
Durant went out, but by 1927 he 
was kingpin in Consolidated Mo- 
tors, manufacturing Durant, Star, 
Locomobile and Mason cars. 

‘The 1929 crash ended Durant's 
automotive career. He could not

Greenskeepers Are Not Pros 


Under New Amateur Golf Rule 


The ruling, which becomes effec- 
tive immediately, reads: “An ama- 
teur golfer is one who plays the 
game solely as a non-remunerative 
or non-profit-making sport.” 

The new rule, following the 
trend toward simplification, is 
more liberal concerning violations 
by players under 18 years of age,

The federal definition is 
more liberal. It requires, how- 


jever, that the administration, to 
receive federal aid, must be by 
the Social Security Commission. 
The Missouri law is administered 
by a Commission for the Blind. 

Senator Williams said the pas- 
sage of his bill. would place the 
pensioning of the blind on the 
basis of neec and that pensions 
could be as high as $45 a month. 
The present pension is fixed at 
$25 a month and any person meet- 
ing the blind definition is en- 
titlea to it as a matter of right, 
subject to certain income and 
property qualifications. 

The blind pension system is 
financed by a tax of 3 cents on 
the $100 valuation of property in 
the state and amounts to about 
$1,000,000 a year. If the Missouri 
law is made to conform to the 
federal regulations, the federal 
government will contribute slight- 
ly more than the state allotment, 
the basis being a dollar for dollar 
matching plus $5 per case.

McIntyre, who died in the prison 
hospital, had not had any special 
trouble with other convicts, Stein- 
hauser said, and officials were at 
a loss to find a motive for the 
attack upon him.

IGURE beauty is preserved

rect posture, balanced meals 
and self-discipline. The spreading 
— line, thickened thighs and 
middle are caused by woman's 
lethargy which too easy transpor- 
tation encourages. 

You should walk for figure beau- 
ty and health. When you walk, 
hold good posture. That requires 
comfortable shoes (they can atill 
be smart-looking!) with medium 
heels. Carry the weight of your 
body mostly on the outside borders 
of your feet. Point your toes 
straight ahead, neither inward or 
outward. 


Remember the foot has three 
points of contact: The heel, thg 
outside border, the toes. Push 
ahead firmly with strong toe 
muscles and with legs swinging 
freely from the hip joints (as 
fashion models walk), Do not bend 
your knees too much and do not 
waddle from side to side, 


Your buttock muscles should be 
held taut. You can practice firm- 
ing your buttock muscles at home 
whkn you are free of all under- 
garments, Consciously firm the 
muscles and tuck the muscles 
under. 

Practicing good posture at all 
times soon gives you figure grace. 
When you climb stairs, start with 
good posture whether there are 


two steps or 20. Put your best 


foot forward with the heel down. 
Youg body is in good posture from 
heel to head. It may be inclined 
slightly so your weight is over the 
leg which is doing the lifting. 


Only the forward knee bends each 


time.

Margaret Porter, Successful in Several Lines, Now Heads Paint Company

HE painter of a certain large 

West End hotel may have been 

surprised when he was tracked 
down in the boiler room by the 
new paint salesman, a smart 
looking woman in black, pearls, 
and a French room hat. If so, he 
was at least startled into giving 
her a substantial order for paint, 
which would have 
prise at all to friends of the paint 
“salesman,” Mrs. Claude Tilling- 
hast Porter. Friends of Margaret 
Chandler Porter, acquainted with 
her other successful careers and 
various enterprises, assumed when 
she took over the management of 
the St. Louis branch of the Porter 
Paint Co. on the death of her hus- 
band last May, that she would 
handle it with the same ability 
and efficiency.

A. That “whose” applies only 
to persons, and never to animals 
or inanimate objects, is another 
of those superstitions that are so 
hard to put down. 

Ordinarily we use “of which” 
in such constructions as: A town, 
the streets of which are lined 
with trees. A mountain, the sum- 
mit of which was crowned with 
snow. 

But the “of which” construc- 
tion is often awkward and stilted. 
For example: “He owned a dog, 
the coat of which was shaggy and 
gray. It is a game of the rules 
of which I am ignorant.” Now 


notice how much more pleasing 


the sentences are when worded 
thus: “He owned a dog whose 
coat was shaggy and gray, It is 
a game of whose rules I am ig- 
norant.” | | 

Even the first two sentences 
are improved by “whose,” instead 
of “of which”: “A town whose 
streets are lined with trees. A 
mountain whose summit was 
crowned with snow.“ 

Purists, like my blue-nosed as- 
sistant, Dr, Etaoin Shrdlu, will 
accuse me of trying to corrupt the 
“well of English undefyled.” Nev- 
erthless, “whose” for “of which” 
is not only historically proper, it 
also is found throughout litera- 
ture: Shakespeare, Tennyson, 
Wordsworth and many other such 
authors have used it freely, as 
“Spires whose silent finger points 
to heaven.“ Wordsworth.

Moreover, our best modern au- 
thorities sanction the “whose” 


construction: “The possessive 
‘whose’ (may be used) of any- 
thing, especially when the con- 
struction ‘of which’ would be 
awkward.”

This was bad enough, but in 
view of the five hearts that could 
have been made without difficulty 
the result for North-South was far 
worse. South argued in the post- 
mortem that his second round two- 
spade bid, being a “reverse,” was 
a very strong bid-—-as strong as he 
could afford — and that North 
therefore might well have ven- 
tured into the bidding with three 
hearts on his six-card suit. 

There was no validity in this 
argument. North did not dare en- 
ter the bidding. From North's 
point of view, South’s holding 
might easily have been five clubs, 
four spades, two diamonds and 
two small hearts, with consider- 
able strength in the black suits, 
but nothing of value in hearts. 

The truth of the matter was 
that South's sequence of bids, 
though strong, was very uninfor- 
mative. South's proper action over 
two diamonds was a take-out dou- 
ble! This double would command 
North to bid his best suit (for if 
he had none worth mentioning, to 
support clubs) and needless to say 
North would have been delighted 
to respond in hearts, South then 
could have raised to a game in 
hearts. The spade bid virtually 
confined the partnership to spades 
or clubs, whereas South's holdirg 
was such that he could be just as 
pleased with a heart contract.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Wire Screening. 
F this column's word is your 
law-—a questionable state of af- 
fairs—you have spent the past 
24 hours down in the basement re- 
pairing window screen frames. 


Now all you have to do is check 
the wire screening and you can 
come up. 
rusted or worn screening 
should be replaced. Copper screen- 
ing will last longer than others 
but rain washing through copper 
leaves a stain on paint. A coat 
of spar varnish over the copper 
will stop this sort of foolishness 
and preserve the natural color of 
the copper. If you don’t like the 
color of. copper in the first place, 
use any lead based paint on it. 
Paint on any kind of screening 
4 prolong the metals’ life. Thin 
paint down so that it will not 
clog er up the * 
o remove screening, pry 
off the A and pull out the 
tacks that hold the wire. Attach 
the new screen at the top first, 
then pull it down tightly and 
evenly and secure at the bottom. 
Finish off by tacking down the 
sides. Put back the moulding 
and give the entire frame a coat 
of paint.

Al Smith's. In political cam- 
paigns, when the arguments were 
heated and contradictory, he 
would say, Let's look at the rec«- 
ord.” That was often a thoroughly 
enlightening process, 

Parents and teachers may well 
follow that Keep a ret- 
ord and look at it before coming 
to a decision about a child. Some- 
thing a child does may annoy his 
mother very much and she says, 
He's forever at it.” When that 
seems to be the truth, note it on 
a calendar. Make a check by the 
date every time this annoying 
thing occurs, You may be sur- 
prised to find it is very — or 
again, very often.

Buying hints: Tenderloins are 
often —.— out from the loins 
of 1 rade carcasses and sold 
separately at a high price; they 
are tender but are apt to be lack- 
ing in flavor and are not recom- 
mended, Sirloins differ greatly 
in quality and economy. Wedge- 
bone sirloins are the least tender 
but the most economical (more 
meat and less bone). Round-bone 
sirloins are excellent except for a 
tough narrow end; they are not 
quite as tender as double-bone 
and pin-bone sirloins, Double-bone 
is the best of the sirloins from 
all considerations, tender, flavor- 
some, and a small amount of 
waste. Pin-bone or hip-bone is 
excellent but has a large amount 
of bone (do not pay porterhouse 
prices for this steak, it is some- 
times sold as such... look at both 
sides of a cut when buying). 

Broiled Steak. 

Sirloin, porterhouse, club and 
tenderloin steaks of U.S. prime, 
choice and good quality, cut one to 
two inches thick, are usually 
cooked by broiling. Trim off any 
excess fat. Preheat the broiler 
four or five minutes with the 
regulator set at 550 degrees F. or 
at broil. Quickly rub the hot broil- 
er rack with a piece of suet. Place 
steak on rack. Slide the rack un- 
der the heat so t the surface 
of the steak will be just three 
inches from the tip of the gas 
flame or the electric unit, if the 
steak is two inches thick, or two 
inches below if the steak is one 
inch thick.
